Refusing ro stand by and watcb 
the Intended massacre ol innocent 
Black youths take place* on April 
17* 1964, sixyoung Black men (Wal¬ 
ter Thomas, Wall ace Baker, Daniël 
Hamm, Robert Rice, WilliamCraig 
and Ronald Folder) stood between 
one hundred school children and 
hundreds o! armed police in Har¬ 
lem* New York, This incident, which 
became known as the '"Little Fruit 
Stand Riot M , started when some of 
a group of children on their way 
home from school knocked over a 
racist's fruit stand in passing, The 
racist naturally called the poMce, 
who quickly arrived on the scene, 
armed with their over-kill wea- 
pons, Because they stood in de- 
fense of the children, these six 
brothers were themselves bmtally 
beaten, and subsequently singled 
ont for intensive daily harassment 
by the pigs, A few short weeks 
later, a white second-hand dot hier, 
a Mrs, Margaret Sugar, was killed, 
Because of Uns, the local power 
struccure saw its opportunity to 
really punlsh the brothers for their 


"impudent" act of defending the 
victimïzed, and poasibly dispel any 
such thoughts of further defiance 
from recurring, Althoughthedeath 
of Mrs t Sugar had nothing at all 
to do with the so-called "Llttle 
Fruit Stand Riet”, the reactionary 
newe media quickly tied in these 
two separate incidents, creating a 
typical frenzïed atmosphere, say- 
ing that M Black cop killers” had 
struck another victim. Thesixbro- 
thers were immediately arrested 
and indicted for murder, After a 
speedy trial, the brothers received 
a hung jury» (Eventually Robert 
Rice and Daniël Hamm were 
severed from |he case*) By the 
time of the third hung jury (in 
January of this year), the remain- 
ing delendancs had come to he 
known as the Harlem Four, 

The Harlem Four suffer ed brut al 
beatingg by the pigs, and endured 
a vicious propaganda campaign by 
the press, designed for character 
assassination* which even confused 
and divided the Harlem Blackcom- 


munity. With all of this, hardly 
anyone in the legal field came for- 
ward to handle their defense* The 
local power structure and the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office had taken 
Ml advantageoftheeireumsrances, 
carefully seiecting court appoimed 
attomeys to help rail raad the bro¬ 
thers to prison. When rhe question 
arose as to the Harlem Four's 
right zo legal counsel of their omi 

choosing* fascist Judge Culkin had 
the audacity to remark, ‘"These 
boys wouldn't know a good lawyer 
from a water melon,*' 

Sometime after their arrest, 
someone recommended an attorney 
to the six defendants’ mothers, 
who had been frantically working 

to secure fundiS and artorneya for 

their sons' defense, Hts name was 
Conrad Lynn* They went to see 
Brother Lynn. Without hesitation, 
he took the case, He was unaffec- 
ted by the vicious, race-baitlng 
and slanderous propaganda the 
press had stirred up, He stepped 
Into the case ready to fight, A 
long time Civil Rights Attorney, 
Lynn also persuaded three other 
auorneys (Edward Leopold, Lewis 
Steel and William Kunstler, who 
had defended Re ver end Martin Lu- 
ther King) to enter the case. 

As the lone Black attorney in 
the case, Brother Lynn had to also 
fighc against the racism that the 
court displayed toward hlm* as 
well as his clients, Whenever the 
attorney s attempted to visit thetr 
clients, they were all naturally 
harassed and had to constantly 
endure visiting delays. However, 
on one occasion, when Brother 
Lynn went to see his cliënt, WU- 
liam Craig, at the Manhattan MerTö 
House of Detention, the racist po* 
lice there would not even accept 
or acknowledge his credentials as 
a Hcensed attorney, His wife and 
his co-counsel had to come to the 
jail and vouch for bim before he 
was allo wed to visit» 

Now, after eight years, three 
trials and three hung juries, a

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A "GOOD SAMARITAN ” IS 
BAD FOR BUSINESS 

BLACK BUSINESSWOMAN UNDER LIRE FOR HELPING FELLOW VICTIMS 





SISTER DÖRO THY PEROTI has been falsely charged with arson t bndally 
beaten and robbed by Baltimore racists because she opened her home and 
bytsiness to artyone . _ m need. 


In the oppressed Black community 
of Bakimore* Maryland, the blatant 
refusal of the administrators and 
corrupt agents of cliis city and state 
to show concern for the survival of 
Black people is a common spectacle 
which is tied up inextricably with 
and certainly does rot fall short of 
the oppresslon suffered chroughour 
America. The disregard for the laws 
and agreements that the Baltimore 
power srructure itselfhas enacced, to 
protect ftself froxn the people and to 
deepen our misery, has contlnued 
rainpantly unchecked, Si^rerDorothv 
L. Per o tl, of 217 East North Avenue, 
is another unwilling victim of Mary- 
land's particular repression. 

Mrs. Peroti, who is a self>em- 
ployed businesswoman, operating a 
small vaxiety store right in her place 
of residence, is one woman who real- 
izes that some of us are more vfc- 
timized by this System than others. 
Even though Mrs. Peroti has been 
able to provide some of thebasic ne- 
cessities she and her family need to 
survive, she has not been negleetful 
of chose who have been cotally dis- 
placed by technology, who have been 
locked outside thé economie dom ai n 
of this system and have no adequate 
means by which they can survive, 
Mrs. Peroti has opened the meager 
facilitles of her home and business 
co the unemployable Brothers and 
Sisters on the streets of Baltimore, 
whom the fascists have left there 
to virtually die and starve to death 
in the gutters and alley-ways. 

Countless tunes. Sister Peroti has 
demonstrated an unselfish love for 
her people, providing them with food 
and shelter whenever she couid, Due 
to her awareness of the many ferms 
of the violence perperrated against 
Black and poor people, and because 
she will notadhereco the selfish ideas 
of corporale business, she has ex- 
perienced six years of brazen inti- 
midation, harassment and brut al ity at 
the hands of racists, 

On January 11, 1972, for example. 
Sister Peroti was at her home and 
business, A little white girl, who had 
been sent home eick by school of¬ 
ficials, found that she couldn't get 
into hier own home, No one was at 
home* She went to Mrs. PerorTs, 
where she knew, asdid every one, she 
couid receive help. While there, she 
began feeling worse, and asked Mrs* 
Peroti to take her to the hospital, 
Not being able to ïeave, Mrs, Peroü 
called the Baltimore Police Depart¬ 
ment for assistance. Two of these 
fascists eventually arrived and 


refused to rake the chitd to the hos¬ 
pital, Tnstead, these fascists told Mrs* 
Peroti, "Take the ehild yourgelf”, 
which she was unable to do. When 
she explained this co them again, and 
asked them to do ït (fid it Lu one of 
their r esponsibilitics to do so, as 
""public servants”), Mrs* Pcrort wae 
surprised to fincl them respond to 
her by arresttng her and booking her 
on the absurdly strange charge of 
"directing traffïc' 1 * She, in fact, had 
to go to court on this preposterous 
charge, and ended up having to pay 
a $25,00 fine, 

Mrs. Peroti tried to live with this 
horrible chain of events, but found 
that she soon had to appear in court 
on anorner absurd charge, She had 
been instructed by ber attomey not 
to say anything at all in response 
to the "directing craffic” charges, 
since none of it had made any sense 
at all. When she had appeared in 
court, the Jiidge, Mclean, orde red 
her to leave the court, because she 
was refusing to speak, When shecom- 
plted with his order and left the court- 
room, the judge then issued a bench 
warrant for her arrest, which was 
quickly caxried out in the halls of 
the court building, Severaï, husky, 
fascist police, who had been stationed 
out in the hall, quickly converged on 
Mrs, Peroti and brutally beat her, 
After she was literally dragged back 
Into the courcroom, the judge fined 
her another $100,00. As a result of 
this beating, Mrs. Peroti required 
medical treatment at Union Memorial 
Hospital, causing another drain on 
her dwindling funds, which she has 
been so willing to share with others. 
The fascists of the Baltimore judi- 


cial system and the reactionary busi¬ 
ness association, which has long been 
harassing Mrs, Perori, are well 
aware of the insult and injury she 
has suffered at their hands, in her 

jqimplft attpimpcR ra survive and help 
others survive. 

The Lncidents recounted here are 
only a mïnute record of me a- 
troel ties committed against Sister 
Peroti by Baltimore racists and fas¬ 
cists, She has also been, at varïous 
tim.es, falsely charged with arson, re¬ 
fused medical care in jall, and even 
robbed by police-paid birelings. The 
power structure is determined to 
snatch all means of survival that Mrs, 
Peroti has so far obtained and shared 
with anyone in need. As Mrs, Peroti 
says, if sbe has committed any crime 
at all, ^iPs waiting on my custo- 
mers" 1 . 

More than six years of undue per- 
secution and close to $10,000 in medi¬ 
cal and legal fees have been Mrs, 
Peroti's reward for trying to exist 
in a brigandish system that only in- 
cends co further htimillateandexploit 
her, Every "business law" has been 
twisted, every harassment tactic im- 
aginable employed to deny her the 
right to survlve as she chooses. And 
now, the racist Baltimore business 
association is attempting to close her 
store, because she f4 housesandfeeds 
loafers and winos”. Sister Peroti has 
not given in, refuses to give Ln, She 
will not suffer quierly, Sbe says, 
M If the laws don J t profeet, if thapolice 
won't respect, then there must be 
some changesP' 

ALL POWER TO THE PEOPLE 
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In Baltimore, as in anyother metro- 
poJlran area, many Rlacks are forced 
to use methods to survive which the 
reactionary system defines as Ülegak 
The causes, such as the wretched liv¬ 
ing condulons, lack of food, negiigent 
medical care (if any is given al all) 
are never mentioned. Instead, we are 
constantly deluged wich statements 
and warped statistica such as "Black® 
comniït the rtiosi crimes,” anti 
"Bïacks have most of the illegal 
guns,” lies which are even echoed 
by some misguided clements in the 
Black community, 

Recently, the fascist Marylandhier- 
archy decided sotnethitig had to be 

done aboui the "siaughter" ir. the 
streets. It had to be stopped, (lt was 
narurally never mentioned that the 
Baltimore police department is re- 
sponsible for mosc of the slaughtering,) 
The alleged deierrent that the fascists 
have come up witli is a gun control 
bill, proposed by racist Maryland 
Governor Marvin Mandek The bill

would prohibit the carrying or trans- 

porting of handguns by anyone, except 

* 

by persons licensed by the state 
police, Hqwever, under this new bill, 
gun permits would not be necessary 
in order to have a handgun in your 
business ar home, or if you have a 
IJ sportmg M use for such weapons. 
Of course, it's obvious that mombers 
of an oppressed community like the 
Baltimore Black community won't be 
issued too many permits, and that 
the racists ("eportsmen”, capitalist 
businessmen, etc,) won't nerd one. 

Primarlly, the bill provides for 
gun control through the extensive use 
of the "stop and frisk" procedure, 
which has historically been used by 
the fascists almost exclusively in the 
Black community, The bill really boils 


down to jusr another measure on the 
part of the State to control Black 
people. In view of the racist inten- 

tions of the bill* some state repre- 
sentatives have stiggested jusr apply- 
Ing the bill to Baltimore (where the 
majority of Maryland's Black popula- 
tion is eonc ener a red), instead of to 
the entire state* which would exempt 
the rural and nearby lily-white areas, 
entirely, In other words, this bül 
would make the policeman's arbitrary 
deciston co "stop and frisk" asuspec- 
i;ed gun-toter a matter of law, Little 
dtfference does that really make, for 
in the past when such procedures werc 
not legal, the police have nor been too 
eoncemed aboüt !aw, a fact to which 
the many brutal murders and hearings 
of Black people in Baltimore by these 


fascists attest, 

Large segmentsof the Black com¬ 
munity have vigorously denounced the 
anti-Black, gun control bilk On Janu- 
ary 20, 1972, at the Calvert Educa- 
tional Center, members of the Black 
community gathered co address rhem- 
selves to the impendmg increase in 
repression and harassmenr. The 
meeting was called by the community 
and attended by many of the state T s 
Black represencatives. Among these 
present were Ma ryland State Senators 
Clarence M. Micchell andGlarence W* 
Blount, Maryland House of Delegates 
Member Kenny Webster, and BaT 
limore State 1 s Artorney MÜto® B,

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A BLOOD-STAINED BANNER IN "NEW ÏIRGINNÏ 


In Uanville, Virginia, fine, Southern 
white Virginia gentlemen are 
generally never so crude or crass 
as to indulge in personally dfrtying 
themselves with a ' l niggerV > blood. 
They dorYt have to* As any Virginia 
racist will teil you, they have the 
police to carry out their murderous 
schemes, acting in the desired man- 
ner. 

On Sarurday night, February 12th T 
a 53-year old Black father returned 
to hls home on Lovelace Drive (in 
Danvilie, Virginia), to be severely 
and brutally beaten by pol Lee bef ore 
he even got to the door, Tnis sur¬ 
prise raid came uponBrother Hurlcy 
Fitzgerald as the result of a racist'$ 
report to his police protectors that 
the Brother had hit his car a few 
miïiutes before* Whtle sitting in the 
patrol car,attempting to tel! ihetruth, 
that white racist Jesse Wyatt had il- 
legally passed him, causingthesides 
of both cars to scrape, Brother Fitz- 
gerald was knocked unconscious with 
a nightscick by one of the three 
policemen present» 

He was rhen pulled out of the car 
and benton unmercifuUy by all three 
policemen, until he was covered with 
blood. He was arrested and taken to 



the hospita!, where a fourth offïcer 
ioined the assauit upon Mr» Fitz- 
gerald, saying, “You're the one who 
has heen ftghting policemen, atn*r 
youV r ' Later, he was thrown into a 
jail cell and charged with “assault” 
upon Danvtilè Police Officers Snow 
and Brooks, "drenken driving” and 
"fallure ro report an accident*'. He 


was reïeased on bond that night* 

Four days later, the same racist, 
Jesse Wyatt, swore out a faise 
warrant against Mr, Fitzgerald, 
charging that Brother Fitzgerald had 
threatened Mm with a knife and hit 
bim in the mouth with his fist. These 
tater charges were made by Wyan in 
conjunction with a promise to Dan¬ 
vilie police that he would help them 
cover up the policemen 1 s brutal at- 
tack on Brother Fitzgerald, four days 
before, and to tnvaildate the pro- 
testing against this blatant case of 
police brutality by Lovelace Drtv^ 
Commuoity members, who had wit- 
nessed the beating. 

The Black Gommunity of Danvilie» 
Virginia is rallying to Brorher Ficz- 

gerald’s defense, They are defnanding 
that Snow and Brooks, the two known 
assailants, be fired» Plans have been 
made co sue those same officers. 

We must unite with Brorher Fttz- 
gerald and the Lovelace Drive com- 
munity of Danvilie, for together we 
can not only prevent the "leg al lynch - 
ing” that's in store for him when he 
appears in court on March 17th, but 
we wi.ll be saving ourselves* 

ALL POWER TO THE FEOPïB 
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DAVID IWICTED AGAIN! 

DAVID HIILIARD FACES EEDERAl CHARGES OVER $150. 


On March 2, 1972 „ ffre tA& govem- 
ment and its federal agents revealed 
another phase of the ruling circle*s 
plan to keep David Hilliard, Chiefof 
Staff of the Black Panther Party t in 
prison for the rest of his ïife, The 
last occasion involving the Federal 
govetnment was the false charge 
leveled against David Siltiard for 
threatening the life o/CAS* president 
Richard Nixon (in 1969). Wh en these 
blatantly false charges wereshownto 
be too ftimsy for use in their pre- 
planned railroad, they were dropped . 

On March 2nd (of this year) ) the 
Federal govemment handed dovma 
three-count indictment t charging 
David with perjury, or if givmg false 
Information vsnder oatk rr in a court 
of law. The charges stem from a 
hearing that was held in January, 
1971, which was to determine i ohelher 
or not David was entitledto the rights 
allegedty granted paar and oppressed 
people by the CAS. ConslituHon * 

According to federal law t a poor 
person on trial must be prouided by 



the govemment a legal counsel of kis 
cfuhce. inv&stigators t exbert wit- 
nesses t trial transcripts, and any- 
thing etse essentïal to that person*s 
tegal defense. In order to secure these 
rights, the State holés a hearing to 
determine whether or not a person 
is "eligible*’, or sufficienüy poor 
enaugh to be unable to pay such ex- 
penses. 

Wken David Hilliard went tkrough 
these particular proceedings, in 1971 1 


fascist prosecutors and the judges 
tried to infer that David would be able 
to gel the money from the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party , particularly to pay for 
his trial iranscripts. David explained 
there that all manies for speeches, 
etc. that came to hint directly t in 
fact t were tumed over to the Party 
and were not for his personal use* 
At that time, therefare t the fascists 
generousty allowed Mm $150. for the 
cost of one set of court trans - 
cripts* 

The federal fascists have suddenly 
decided , over one year later, and after 
the case itself has been dismisse#, 
that David accepted such^aid" t wh&n 
in fact he had access to Party fmds 
and coidd have Paid the $150. for the 
transcript s. They know (as David told 
them) that afï junds from speeches, 
etc , go to the Party Survival Pro¬ 
grams for the people J and not to m- 
dividual Party members t However, 
they are claiming that such is not 
the case t that David lied to them. 

Again David Hilliard must face a 
court on false charges: and , again he 
is the target of the State, as they 
employ another iactic, another device 
to insure that he never gels out of 
their prisons m

"First of all r S ivould draw a distinction between toornen* s liberation 
in a general sense and the pariimdar Women* s Liberation Movement 
which we see today in this country . Women’s Liberation ïs an extremely 
important element of the broader revohdionary struggle/’ 


This is a contmuation of a taped 
conversation with Angela Davis, on 
February 25ih t I972 t Iwo days afler 
her release on bond „ Here, she dis¬ 
cus ses with Elaine Brovm, Minister

ELAINE: Let us move on, now, to 
another idea, Of course, the struggle 
in this country Chat has becomeknown 
as the Women f s Liberation Movement 
was in existence prior co your in- 
carceradon, l would say, however, 
Chat during those 16 monthsthatyou 1 ve 
been in Jail, rhatrhe Women's Libera¬ 
tion Movement bas, in fact, gairied 
some momentum, and certainly much 
more notice from rhe press, and is 
more In the public cyc* Naturally, 
hecause you are a well-ktiüwn persun, 
because you are involved in the 
struggle of oppressed people to be 
Hberated, because you are an active 
participant in that struggle, and be¬ 
cause you are a woman, a lot of peo- 
ple want to know your opinions about 
die Women's Liberation Movement, 
or let's say your opinions on the re¬ 
lations of women, especially Black 
women, to the entire society, in terms 
of their function in the society, topro- 
ducrion, whatever. Perhaps, you 
could elaborate on your thoughts on 
the whole concept of the Women"s 
LLberation Movement and what you 
feel about that Movement in relation 
to Black women, what you feel about 
'the whole quesdon of women in the 
struggle, those kinds of things, 

ANGELA: The Womenfs Liberation 
Movement raises some interesting 
and important questions, During the 
last few months, I have been trying 
to come to grips with issues sur- 
rounding the Women"s Liberation 
Movement in this country. First of all, 
I would draw a distinction bet we en 
women's liberation in a general sense 
and the particular Women’s Libera¬ 
tion Movement which we see today in 
this country. Women's Liberation is 
an extremely important element of 
the broader revolutionary struggle. 
However, I think that the way in which 
women'e liberadon has boen pro- 
Jected in this country has tended to 


d is ton the real relationship of wo¬ 
men's liberation to the Liberation of 
all exploited and oppressed people, 
Earlier, we were talking about the 
way different areas of struggle in the 
Movement are isolated.The Women's 
Liberation Movement is beset with the 
same kinds of problems, Often, it 
tends to pose women's liberation in 
isoladon from the Black and Erown 
liberation’ struggles and the struggle 

of working people in general, 

% 

I can start by making a few com- 
ments on what I feel is the pre- 
dominant tendency in the Women" s 
Liberation Movement today, (And, 
this isn't to say that there aren 1 ! 
groups of women who are moving in 
what I would consider a correct poll- 
deal direcrion.) The Women’s 
Liberadon Movement is al most ex- 
cLusively white. lts predominant 
ideological direcdon is based on the 
notion that women are oppressed by 
men, This, l think, ia the basie 
fallacy of the Women's Liberadon 
Movement in this country. They see 
the struggle as being one beeween 
mal es and females.Consequently, the 
fact that women's oppresslon today 
originates from the capitalist system 


is frequently lost from view. 

Mot long ago, 1 was reading a col- 
lection of essays from the Women's 
Liberation Movement, The pref ace 
to that book contends that the most 
significant contribudon of the Wo¬ 
men's Liberation Movement to the re- 
volutionary movement has been co 
recogniüe that the oppression that all 
people experience is ultimately re- 
ducible to the oppression of women 
by men, Therefore, they say, when 
you talk about racism, imperialist 
wars and capitalist exploitation, you 
are talking in the final analysis about 
male supremacy* 

Perhaps, we can actem.pt to explain 
why the women's movement has em- 
erged in this way, All of us knowthat 
women have been excluded from 
participating in the aedviries which 
are necessary for the maintenance of 
this society - the labor process, 
politica! rule, etc, Women have been 
excluded not only from all these 
fields, but also from the movement 
which is challenging the politic al and 
economie arrangements in this 
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pressed women, women of color, 
poor, working-ckiss white women are 
hecoming increasingly conschone of 
the tremendous social problema in 
America today. They are becoming 
increasingly aware that racism, eco¬ 
nomie depri varion, wars of ag- 
gression are problems whichd&msnd 
radical Solutions- At the same time, 
they realize that they are also op- 
pressed as women. Women of color 
and working-class women are there- 
fore in the best position to see al] 
these forms of oppression as Inter- 
twined. 

Having voiced my objectionn and 
criiLcLams of the predomlnant 
dlrections of the Women'sLiberation 
Movement, i should po int out that 
there are an increasing numher of 
groups of women of color: there is, 
for instance, the Third World Wo- 
nien’s Alliance in New York; there 
are Black women who are getting to- 
gether all over the country. Tve re- 
ceived letters from many, young 
Black sisters - of high school age, 
sometimes even of junior high school 
age - who have written meabout their 
efforts to form women’s groups to 
struggle around issues that involve 
women. These very same kindsof is¬ 
sues can also point up the fact of 
racism, pnlnt up the fact of economie 
exploitation, so that you have the 
whole problem of women's oppression 
placed withln the context ofabrctfder 
scruggle. in this way, it is not iso- 
lated as a problem of women vs.

country. 1 would think that in many 
cases when women - particulariy 
white women - became aware of the 
exlstence of male supremacy - when 
they begin to see that the inferiority 
imposed upon women is ideological 
and does not reflect any kind of in- 
nate inferiority, this is the firsttime 
that many of them have a conscious 
and immediate expert ene e of op¬ 
pression* This is somuthing they can 
relate todirectly; something, they can 
aee and feel. The problem is that in 
many cases they do not relate the 
oppr ess ton they exp er iexic e as women 
to other modes of oppression. Qften 


diey do not evaluate the oppression 
rf women within the context of an 
[mmense system of oppression. tn- 
3 tead, they frequently say that 
women’s oppression has existed 
hroughout human history - tor 
housands and thousands of years, 
rhen they incorrectly infer that the 
>resent oppression of women is un- 
-elated to capiislism. Llacher it is 
supposed to bc a product of men|s 
ïi-r4nifieB toward women and women s 
SS^ceOfmale authority* There- 


fore much of the thrust of the wo¬ 
men's movement has psychological 
contours. ït calls upon individuals to 
change without recognizing that in- 
dividuals cannot be fuily trans- 
formed unlil the system which per- 
petuates the oppression of women is 
overturned and transformed. 


The oppression of women is 
structurally built in to present day 
capitallsm, It aids capitalism co 
maincain ltself, Women cannot befully 
liberated unless/untü all oppressed 
people are liberated from capitalism, 
tf this is not acknowledged, the wo¬ 
men's movement will remain largely 
irrelevant to the broader revolu- 
tionary struggle. Most important, 
perhaps, it will remain irrelevant to 
the needs of Black women, Chicano 
women, Püerto Rican women, Native 
American women and all women of 
color... 

ÊLAINE: And even poor white wo- 
ITI.6DaA« 

ANGELA: Yes, and poor white women, 
certalnly. Black women and other op- 


Men are also affected by male 
supremacy; men are also oppressed 
by male supremacy, in the same sense 
that not all white people benefit from 
racism. They are victims of a racist 
sociaï arrangement themselves, be- 
cause it gives the ruling class the 
leverage to further oppress them, tn 
the same way, male supremacy has 
gïven the ruling class the leverage 
not only to oppress women, but also 
to further oppress men, 

I think this is very clear when you 
talk about Black men and Black 
women. We have a very special prob¬ 
lem to deal with, because the official 
ideology in this country tries to con- 
vince us that Black women are in- 
veterate matriarchs, and ihat Black 
women are always trying to seizethe 
reins, or whatever power we can 
achieve, from Black men. Moynlhan 
(former Presidenrial advisor Daniël 
Moynlhan), of course, was the one who 
articulated this for Washington, D.C., 
Eind for the wholegovemmentadmin- 
istration. That Ei as confused a lot of 
Black people; it has confused a lot of 
Black men; and has also confused a 
lot of Black women, l think the hts- 
torical conditions of Black people

have given rlse to a different set of 
relations herween men and women, if 
you compare this with the correspon- 
ding relations among white people* 

White men have generally been led 
to sec thelr wives as toys - not as 
Creative, producttve human beings. 
White women have been largely ex- 
cluded, imcil recentiy, Erom theIabor 
force, Black women, on the other 
hand - and this dates all the way 
back to slavery - have been forced 
to gp outside the home, to leave the 
domestic arrangement and work for 
the survival of oux families and our 
commumtles* The difference, I think 
between the situation of white women 
and the situation of Black women in 
this country today is that there is a 
greater degree of equalicy as between 
Black men and Black women, Actu- 
ally, this is a caricamre of equalïty, 
because it's an equality which 
emerged historieally as a result of 


the equal oppression of Black men 
and women* Dating back to slavery, 
Black women have always been eco¬ 
nomie aliy oppressed, In the sense of 
having to go out and work just as 
hard and just as long and just as 
intensely as Black men* 

ELAÏNE: Theo, one reason why the 
Women’s Liberation Movement has 
developed Inco a sort of “middle- 
ciass, white women’s thtng”, so to 
speak, Is that, as you’ve aaid, the 
white woman has been, all along, the 
toy of the white man’, she has been 
objectlfied by him, just become, 
maybe, an art object or something, 
and not much more thsn that. More 
imporcancly, she has had no relatlon 
to the production in the society; she 
has not been a laborer at al], In 
fact, when one considers the functie n 
of a human being in a social system - 
up until some point at which tech- 
nology may change all of that - the 
very question of people in relatlon 
to the society as a whole, the tn- 


dividual relatlon to society as a wbole, 
is rneasured by their productive out¬ 
put, in other words, you produce 
for yourneeds, or the society ’s needs, 
of course, depending upon the go- 
veming power’a distribution method, 
What you wil! receive will deperid on 
that distribution method* (tf you live 
in China, dien, of course, you will 
receive distribution according to a 
fundamencally socialist economie 
system; whereas, of course, in a 
capïralist society, or in the United 
States, an imperialist society, ac¬ 
cording to the needs of the ruling 
circle or the bourgeoisie,) However, 
the white woman, in this society, has 
actually nothing to do with any of 
it. In other words, she has a some- 
what vtcarious relatlon to the society 
in general. $q, 1 think that when a 
sort of trend became evident in this 
society, for example, as Black people 
vanguarded a strike for recognizing 
out humanity, saying we are human 
beings, we’re Black and beautlful, 
in those terms, then, of course, 
there was Brown and beautiful, and 
red and beautlful 

ANGELA: Let me Just say one thing, 
Ëlaine, about the white woman's re- 
lationship to Iabor. Actually, it is not 
enrirely true that white women have 
had no relatfonship to the process of 
production, tt is true, of course, that 
white women have been largely 
Lsolated in the domesclc realm. As 
a rule, they have not gone out to 
face the bruto! realfcies of capita! £st 
competiTion, However, depending on 
what the economie needs of the ruling 
claus are, women will and have been 
brought into the iabor force. They 
have been used also in order tg break 
the ability of the Iabor movement to 
challenge the capitaiist class; that la 
to say, women have been used ae 
strikebreakers and scabs... 

ELAÏNE: But, not this particular 
group of women that haa evolved into 
the Women's Liberation Movement, 
That’s why I was thinking more of 
the "mlddle class" woman, thatpar- 
tlcular woman has been iaolatedto the 
greater extent; and that la why I 
think this particular movement has 
moved the way it has, because of 
the sudden surge in theneedof every- 
one to fee! hls or her humanity, and 
the sudden reallzation on the part of 
that group of people, the white woman 
who has been the ''homemaker", to 
Ceel her humanity. There isn’t any- 
thing else for her to underatand, 
because she ha3 no relation to the 
economy other than through her hus- 
band, or through her man, or however 
she wants to phrase that, It is not 
sufficiënt* even for this white, "mid- 
dle class" woman* As Black people

Frazier’s book on the Black Family,

so she could lie flat, her stomach 
in the hole, In this humiliating pos¬ 
eurs* she would bc flogged. The suf- 
fering that the Black woman exper- 
lenced during slavery is tncalculable* 
it transcends all limits of the imag- 
ination, 

Then, there was the other side of 
the oppression that Black women ex- 
perienced: this had to do with the 
sexual oppres siOTi they experienend 
at the hands of white men* Black wo¬ 
men didn't breed with white men as 
the fathers of their children because 
they wanted to; they were for eed to do 
this. Rapé was an iristttt(tlonali7.ed 
feature of the slave communlty* In 
this light* l do not think that we can 
talk about degrees of oppresstem, 11 
all was so incredibly ruthless*

ELMNEr What I was trying to get 
to, more* was the idea that there was 
more equal, asyou'veexpressed, suf¬ 
fer Lr g under the period of chattel 
slavery, which has to have strongly 
influenced our relations today, after 
chattel slavery, By discussing the 
role of the Black men* it was intended 
that we might undersrand, correct the 
too-often- spoken of fallacy that the 
Black woman was the root of the 
Black maiYs oppression, resulting 
in the present, worn-out notion of a 
Black matriarchy, and accounting for 
the Black man’s sense of loss, of dls- 
association, On the other hand, this 
was brought out to disputs the di- 
visive theory that the Black woman 
suffered some kind of doublé or worse 
form of oppression* in relation to the 
Bleek man, The point, I believe, ls 
elear: relatively equal suffering, op¬ 
pression, Ws can assume, logically, 
that this long era has greaüy in- 
Quenced our relations tuday and 
should produce a streng and ne- 
cessary unity of Black men and wo¬ 
men that negates the images of the 
presenüy dominant white Women’s 
Liberation Movement* and is the ne- 
cessary combination for all our 
liberation***Perhap3 you would speak 
more on the present situation* 

ANGELA: L-er me make a few brief 
remarks, t ihink it is imj>ortant co 
underatand what our present sic- 
uation, as Black women* is all alx>uE, 
During slavery* a very close com- 
mumty among Black peopleemerged, 
a counter -community, acommunity of 
resistance* The reason this com- 
munity of resiscance was able to 
emerge is precisely because Black 
women were able to contribute to all 
forms of resistance and to standnext 
to Black men and fighi along with 
Black men* This bas to do with the 
role the Black man played in the cotn- 
m unity* and the kind of central role 
that Black women played* as you were 
describing it, The dom es tic environ¬ 
ment which was needed for the sur¬ 
vival of Black People, elevated her 
to the level where she could fight 
alongside Black men in resisting 
slavery* ITiere hasn't been diatmuch 
research done in this direction* bot 
Tve discovered irrefuLableindïcations 
that Black womenplayedan enormous 
role in the slave revol ts. Ho we ver, 
we know far less about Black slave 
women who resisted slavery than we 
know about Black men* Outside of 
Harrlet Tubman and Sojoumer Truth* 
virtually nothing has been wrlcten 
about the concributions of Black wo¬ 
men. Yet* Black women did resisr 
and historicaliy there has been a 
greater degree of equality herween 
Black Women and Black men. lf we 
look at, say, the eivü rights struggle 
and look at Rosa Farks and look at 
oll the Black women whu've made

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significant contribuüons - Fannie Lou 
Hamer, Rosa Lee Ingram, and we 
cotild go on and on - I think Black 
women have participated far more

(meaniag in the last 50 years), chere 
nas been a caiculated at tempt to ïde- 
ologically rransform that equality into

cammunity to what exists in the white 
coiitmunlty, then it might appear that 
bscause the Black woman has been 
fax atronger and more active, Black 
women dominate Black men. There- 
fore, I tbink that one of the things 
chat we have to do today, as Black 
tornen, is expose those myths and 
co expose the falsity of all of these 
Tiotions of Black matriarchs, emascu- 
latlng Black females... 

ELAINE: Black Amazons... 

ANGELA; This myEh is an attempt 
to destroy the potential unity and po- 
tential revoluttonary force that Black 
men and Black women can ynleash, 
atniggling together, 

ELAINE; Let me ask a few more 
quesrions, changing the subject. Are 
you fiow giving your support to any 
particular Black politic al candidate in 
the upcoming national eleccions? 

ANGELA: i think that Black poliiical 
cancILdates are important, hecause 
they reOect the stage that the Black 
rciass movementhas reached. The fact 
that we have now a Ron Dellums in 
the Congress whocampaigned with the 
defense of the Black Panther Party 
as part of his platform, at the time 
when the Black Panther Party was

subject: to all of the wrath of the re- 
pressive apparatus in the country, 
that was a raai achievement* In the 
presidenrï al elections.ï am giving my 
support to a mernber of my Party - 
the Communist Party - Jarvis Tyner, 
who is running for the office of vice- 
president, He Ls running togetherwith 
Gus Hall, the General Secrecary of the 
Party, who is our presidential 
candidate this year. 

ELAÏNE: Many people havedenounced 
the Chinese Communist Party as re- 
visionist hecause they accepted RL 
chard Nixon into China; whereas many 
other people have denounced Richard 
Nixon as being liberal, too liberal 
in foreign policy, particuiarly, dueto

ANGELA: Wall, 1 think the most im¬ 
portant aspect of Nfxon’s visit to 
China has been revealed to us by our 
struggling sisters and brothers in 
Indochina* The Vietnamese have 
stated that what Nixon is attemptmg 
to do, by scheduling this trip to China 
at this time, is to deflect the at- 
tention which would ordinarüy be 
focused on what's happening Ir Indo- 
china right now; and, co attempt to 
stifle the anti-warmovement, hyper- 
suading the people In this country 
that he's changing his policy with 
regard ro Asia, He has eaid over and 
over that the war in Vietnam ia 
winding down, buc we know that just 
hecause you take a few troops out and 
repiace them wich bombers and all 
kinds of technological warfare, this 
doesn't mean the war is winding down* 
1 think that the National Liberation 
Front in South Vietnam and theNorïh 
Vietnarnese have correcüy analyzed 
Nixon's trip co China, as an effort co 
sabocage the efforts of people all over 
to end the war ïn Vietnam, by con- 
fusing them* It would be hard fox me 
at this point to make any firm state¬ 
ment about the receprion of Nixon in 
China, simply bccause Tve only read 
a few articles in a newspaper here 
and there, (1 couldn't even get a sub- 
scripcion to a newspaper when l was 
in jail; so, those came few and far 
beeween*) t would say that U's clcar 
that there are a nrnnber of changes 
which are now occurring in the Teo- 
ple r s Republic of China* What these 
changes are and what the direction 
of China is going to be, the political 
direction, t can J t reaily say* 

ELAINE: Since we are speaking of 
changes, let me introducé another 
idea* As you know, people have re- 
cently said, and especially the press 
has said, that diere has been a split 
in the Black Fanther Party, into two 
factions* We do not recognize what 
they describe as a split at alL We 
recognize that Eldridge Cleaver, the 
former Minister of Information, de- 
fected from the Black Pancber Party, 

last year. Some people began, how- 
ever, because of bourgeois press In¬ 
formation, to take sides, so tospeak, 
as co whether or not they were talking 
about the Eldridge Gleaver **faccion Jt 
or the Huey Newton ^faction* 1 , what 
have you* I think that at this poittf 
it would be important for your views 
to be known on this issue* 

ANGELA: t think that quite a few 
monchs ago, Huey said something to 
the effect thac the correct resolution 
of contradietions can lead an organi- 
zation, a movement to 3 higher Level, 
to a higher stage* As he stated, the 
contradietions which existed were not 
between Eldridge Cleaver as an in-

was compJetely distorted, They vir- 
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dividual and, say, Huey as art in¬ 
dividuele and Bobby and David and you 
and Ericka and so forth and so on* 
but between the politics that Eldridge 
Cleaver propuunded and the politics 
that is now represenred by the Black 
Panther Party. I think that in its broad 
contours, that contradiction wascor- 
recüy resoived, t imagine that that's 
what is meant by " "die defectionof El¬ 
dridge Cllenver", It is a question of 
how you relate to Black people in 
building a mass movemenL This is 
the basic differente, in my own op- 
tnion, herween the politics that El¬ 
dridge Cleaver put forward and the 
politics that the Black Panther Party 
now propounds, That basic difference 
has to do with the way in which you 
build a revolution, 

Eldridge saiü, of course, that the 
way in which you build a revolution 
ie by telling Black peöple to piek up 
arms, It's very unclear what Black 
people are supposed to do with arms, 
once they piek them up, 

Now, the correct politic al direcdon 


of any revolution, as I see it, has to 
be based on reaching people and in- 
votving people, because any suceess- 
ful and authenclc revolurion is always 
going to have to express the needs of 
the majority of the people, The re^ 
cent development of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party has evinced a very pro- 
found attempt to seek out new means 
of involving the commimity, new 
methods of bringing the community, 
the Black community onto the 
continuüm of Black Liberation and 
Revolution. 

There is one comment that l would 
lïke to make about Eldridge Cteaver, 
something that I've said on many oc¬ 
casions, Pve often boen asked why ï 
dïdn't flee this country, Eldridge, I 
think you might al most say, is a fa- 
LalUy of Üie move ment; he is a vic- 
Tim of rhe repression that the ruling 
circics have meted out to us, in 
forcing him iuto exile, in the way in 
which they did, They cut himofffmm 
any further development, They cut 
him off from Black people, They cut 
him off from the movement here. 
And, he was na langer able to see 
what the concrete cotiditlons of our 
people in this country are, lila Vision 


tually accomplished the samethingas 
they would have, had they arrested 
him, because they destroyed him as a 
leader of Black people in this coun¬ 
try, 

I think we have to reeognize that 
the Black Liberation Movement has 
gone through a number of stages over 
the last decade, We've taïked a great 
deal about these changes this evening. 
Stages in the Movement can aXways 
be progressive, even where they 
sometimes appear to be prevenring 
the Movement from developing 
further, Fnr instance. Black people 
wbo, from the very beginning, recog« 
nïxed the fallacy of nationalism as au 
Ideology (because nationalism isn'i 
an ideology) saw the Black Power 
Movement as being a regressive 
movement in revolutionary develop¬ 
ment, in actuality* however, it be- 
came a Progressive stage, in the 
sense that we leamed that, Brat of 
all, we had to develop a greater uniiy 
among ourselves* As Black people we 
had to assert our ability to lead not 
only our people but to lead white 
people in revolutionary struggle; and 
no longer be led by them, Finally* 
we transcended the naricmalist era of 
the Black liberation struggle, and 
were able to take the producrive de¬ 
ments of that era and integrale them 
tnco something more Progressive, and 
something more effective at this era, 
Eldridge couldn't see that andhis de¬ 
velopment was completely arrested, 
When It was arrested, it becamedis- 
torted, and he began to talk a lot of 
nonsense,

Nobody could take any pic** 
tures: their mothers, their counsel, 
no newspaper men; in court, out of 
court, or ir jail. No pictures were 
permitted taken, Now we believe 
Chat vioiates the fundamcntaJ rights 
of piir clienta under the 14th Amend- 
meut, because the 14th Amendmont 
says that each person is endtled 
to the equat proteccion of the law. 
Now if they were wealthy, they 
could make the $75,000 bail üiai 
they r re on; then they could get out 
and they would have their pictures

taken when they were out on bail, 
They would have their pictures In 
the news papers. Their pictures 
would look much beteer than these

has & mug shot in a prison looks 
llke a 'criminaT if you put M$ 
picture in the paper; whereas, if 
he's out of jail, then he doesn r t 
look like a 'criminaT when he 
appeara in a newspaper. So there 
is a basic distinction bet weena man 
who has money and a man who has 
no inoney.A man who has no money 
cannot get the privilege of having 
a picture, giving a fair representa- 
tion of himself to the public, That's 
just one thing

In re gard to a question conceming 
the varioLis ways the defendants* 
rights had been violated, Brother 
Lynn said: "...There were many, 
many errors at the trial. They 
ware not just errors; in myopimon 

they were deliberately defiant 
break ing of the law by the judge. 
Now, for example, there were two 
letters written by Barbara Wright, 
Barbara Wright was supposed to 
have been in the drugstore next to 
Mrs, Sugar“s clothing store - Mrs, 
Mar ga r et Sugar, the woman the 
defendants were supposed to have 
murdered - at the very time that 
the murder happened, She and her 
sister were supposed to have run 
out and seen the defendants running 
by, So, they were used as the Prin¬ 
cipal witnesses. We received let¬ 
ters thac Barbara Wright wrote in 
that same month to her gir) friend; 
and those letters indicated thac she 
was in a home for girls up in the 
Brons (New York), 

"Now we know that under the 
Jaw, the judge should have let us 
inaert those letters as evidence, 
because it would show she wasn’t 
there. She said in the letter, writ¬ 
ten April I9th (and remember the 
murder happened April 29th), she 
said in the letter, T hope to get 
out of here by summer/ Then, 
in the second letter (which was not 
written umü that December), she 
said to the girl, + They won't iet 
me out of hereT This is the same 
girl, She is writing from the same 
place! Now, that is some evidence 

thac she wastYt in that drugstore, 
She was up in that home whete 
she cüuldn't come from, l asked 
her on the witness stand, ‘Were 
you permitted co leave the place 
where you were ?* And she said, 
‘No', Now the judge refused to 
present those letters as evidence, 
He would not let us show those let¬ 
ters to the Jury. Now 1 think that 
was a terrible ïnjijstice to these 
brothers. They had a right to have 
anything she had written put in 
evidence, tg show that she wasn’t 
telling the truth on the witness 
stand; because if she had been in

there all the time from April 19th 
down EoDecember I9th, she couldn't 
have been in that drugstore at the 
April 29th incident. Bur the judge 
barred that. As a matter of fact, 
the judge instructed to hold me in 
contempt of court, because ï insis- 
ted on telling the jury these letters 
exisced, He had cold me not to teil 
the jury. He not only barred us 
from putting these letters in evi- 
deuce, he dldn't want us to even 
mentiem that there were any such 
letters wrltten* And l insisied on 
telling the jury that. But, someone 
else pöinted out that \ was the only 
Black lawyer there and I was the 
only one he was holding in contempt 
of COurt. So he juyi Ufted the order 
of contempt, because he didrPtwant 
to be charged with racial prejudice.

into the courtroom, Now he had them 
down in a Httlc tiny coll, one flight 
below, in a little tiny ceü about 8’ 
by IQ\ They had co spend the 
entire day there, wbüe their case 
was being determined, their fate 
was being determined, and they 
couldïPt come in* We consider that 
a mosi insulting violation of their 
rlghts. That was treating them like 
animale. The law does provide that 
when a defendant, when the question 
of hls bail or his release is being 
considered, he is supposed to be in 
courc.
